To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Committees  of  the  County  Borough 

of  Huddersfield. 

Gentlemen, 

The  present  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  is 
the  fourth  prepared  by  me,  and  forms  the  thirty-seventh  since 
the  appointment  of  the  first  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  methods  of  supplementing  the  Registrar-General's 
estimate  of  population  made  in  the  report  for  1903  are  given 
here  for  the  year  1904.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  again  there 
are  several  distinct  grounds  for  the  belief  that  the  population 
is  not  stationary,  as  the  former  method  of  estimation  would 
indicate,  but  that  each  of  the  checks  employed  shows  that  an 
increase  to  a  substantial  extent  is  taking  place. 


The  following  figures  given  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1903 
are  included  this  year.  It  appears  worth  while  to  show  again 
that  by  the  official  method  of  estimation  the  population  is  not 
decreasing,  but  is  practically  stationary.

The  assumption  that  the  progress  of  the  population  (whether 
of  increase  or  decrease)  which  obtained  during  one  inter-censal 
period  will  continue  during  the  next  may  be  expected  to 
be  falsified  from  time  to  time,  as  in  fact  happens.  Huddersfield,  as 
is  quite  well  known,  forms  an  example  (at  the  last  census  an  esti¬ 
mated  increase  of  about  10,000  was  not  realised),  as  do  also  New¬ 
castle,  Salford,  Portsmouth,  Liverpool,  and  other  places, 
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The  following  table  tends  to  show  that  the  population 
continues  to  increase,  notwithstanding  tiie  figures  published  by 
the  Registrar-General,  who  must  employ  a  single  method  of 
estimation  applicable  to  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  method 
or  arriving  at  the  totals  is  shown  in  detail  in  the  paragraphs 
following  the  table. 

The  table  also  shows  that  each  of  the  undermentioned 
methods  corroborates  the  other  for  the  past  year,  and  further,  that 
the  results  for  the  years  preceding  are  also  corroboratory.

At  the  1901  Census  the  figures  were  22,356  inhabited  and 
1,186  uninhabited,  or  1  in  19. 


The  rate  of  change  of  relation  of  unhabited  to  inhabited 
houses  is  very  slow,  being  equal  to  only  0.2  per  annum,  and  it 
may  not  be  assumed  to  proceed  always  in  the  same  direction. 
For  the  above  two  reasons  it  may  be  neglected,  and  a  calculation 
made  as  follows  :  —

Applying  the  number  of  persons  per  house  found  at  the 
Census  we  arrive  at  a  probable  increase  of  1,475. 

The  estimate  of  the  total  number  of  occupied  houses  arrived 
at  by  the  foregoing  method,  namely  23,546,  is  substantially 
corroborated  by  the  fact  that  the  Water  Department  supplied 
23,555  houses  with  water  during  the  year.  An  allowance  for 
removals  would  account  for  the  excess  of  the  latter  figure.

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In  the  Census  year  153  children  were  on  the  registers  per 
1,000  inhabitants.  If  the  ratio  remain  the  same  the  population 
for  1904  will  be  99,503,  greater  by  4,5G7  than  the  estimate 
based  on  the  Registrar's  method. 

The  increase  over  the  estimate  of  last  year  anived  at  by 
the  same  means  is  804. 

It  is  a  significant  fact  that  by  each  of  the  above  methods 
an  increase  is  shewn  each  year,  and  I  think  1  am  well  within 
the  mark  when  I  venture  to  say  that  if  a  census  of  Huddersfield 
were  taken  at  the  present  time,  the  population  would  be  found 
to  be  at  least  97,000. 

As  the  best  means  of  measuring  the  effects  of  sanitation  and 
insanitation  are  derived  from  rates  of  sickness  and  mortality 
based  upon  estimates  of  population,  it  is  from  a  public  health 
point  of  view  of  very  great  importance  that  a  Census  should  be 
taken  every  five  years. 

The  marriage  rate  was  slightly  greater  than  during  1903, 
being  9.6  for  that  year  and  9.8  for  1904.  The  birth-rate  fell 
again  in  1904  to  23.71,  the  rate  for  the  preceding  year  being 
23.79.  The  difference  is  so  slight  as  to  be  negligible,  and  goes 
to  show  that  the  birth-rate  has  become  stationary  at  this  com¬ 
paratively  low  figure.  Provided  that  we  accept  the  population 
as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General,  but  on  the  assumption 
that  an  increase  in  the  population  has  taken  place,  the  birth¬ 
rate  must  be  considered  as  continuing  to  fall. 

The  zymotic  death-rate  compares  unfavourably  with  that 
of  the  previous  year,  amounting  to  1.91,  against  .84.  It  rs 
greater  also  than  it  was  in  1902.  It  compares  favourably,  how¬ 
ever,  with  the  same  rate  for  the  76  large  towns,  namely,  2.5  per 
1,000.  The  excess  for  the  Borough  over  last  year  is  accounted 
for  by  the  prevalence  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  and 
Diarrhoea.  Of  these  Measles  furnished  by  far  the  greater  pro¬ 
portion,  and  thus  impels  the  continuation  of  the  efforts  against 
this  disease. 
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I  have  especial  pleasure  this  year  in  tendering  my  thanks 
to  the  members  of  the  Corporation,  and  my  colleagues,  who  have 
appreciated  my  efforts  for  the  health  of  the  town  during  the  year.

The  deaths  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  1904  numbered 
1,657  (males  838,  females  819),  equalling  a  death-rate  of  17.51 
per  1,000.  The  lowest  death-rate  occurred  in  Deighton  and 
Bradley  District,  9.89  per  1,000;  the  highest,  18.96  per  1,000, 
in  Huddersfield  (Central)

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  figure  of  135,  although  15  above  last 
year  is  still  very  favourable  when  compared  with  the  average,  144, 
for  the  past.  10  years.  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  and  Diarrhoea 
are  the  diseases  chiefly  responsible  for  this  increase. 

During  the  month  of  June  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  sub¬ 
mitted  a  report  on  the  subject  of  Infantile  Mortality  to  the 
Committee,  which  was  printed  and  distributed  to  the  members  of 
the  Council.  A  copy  was  also  sent  to  the  Local  Government  Board 
in  compliance  with  their  Order 

The  measures  of  prevention  recommended  therein  are 
receiving  careful  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  Infantile 
Mortality  Sub-Health  Committee.

The  Zymotic  death-rate  for  the  year  was  1.91  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  For  the  preceding  period  the  figure  was  0.84,  and 
the  average  for  the  10  years  1894-1903  was  1.55.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  increase  in  the  Zymotic  death-rate 
is  accounted  for  by  increase  of  75  deaths  from  Measles,  9  from 
Whooping  Cough,  and  24  from  Zymotic  Enteritis. 

The  average  death-rate  from  Zymotic  diseases  in  the  76 
large  towns  during  1904  was  2.50  per  1,000  of  the  population. 


Small=Pox. 

Tho  prevalence  of  this  disease  of  the  years  1902  and  1903 
continued  during  1904  throughout  the  West  Riding  of  York¬ 
shire  and  the  neighbouring  counties.  The  disease  was  imported 
into  the  Borough  on  18  occasions,  and  in  all  39  cases  occurred. 
The  spread  of  the  disease  was  arrested  at  the  first  case  in  nine 
instances.  The  disease  proved  fatal  in  one  case.

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It  is  disheartening  to  have  again  and  again  to  refer  to  the 
present  stale  of  the  vaccination  laws.  It  is  not  seriously  disputed 
that  Germany  has  been  freed  from  small-pox  by  vaccination 
and  re-vaccination,  and  still  the  disease  is  permitted  to  cause 
expense,  suffering,  disfigurement,  and  death  in  this  country. 
There  is  at  present  a  considerable  amount  of  attention  directed 
to  the  object  of  obtaining  an  improvement  in  the  law,  yet 
nothing  has  been  done,  and  there  is  very  serious  danger  that 
when  the  present  outbreak  of  the  disease  dies  away  the  attention 
will  fail,  and  matters  will  continue  in  the  old  unsatisfactory  way.

Scarlet  Fever. 


This  disease  displayed  one  of  its  periodic  maximum  pre¬ 
valences  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  Four  hundred  and 
eighty-five  cases  occurred  during  1904,  and  of  these  one-half 
approximately,  were  notified  during  the  last  three  months.  Ten 
deaths  occurred,  giving  a  case  mortality  of  2.06,  which  is  much  less 
than  usually  occurs.  During  the  preceding  year,  though  only 
244  cases  of  the  disease  arose,  there  were  15  deaths.  While 
one  naturally  would  like  to  believe  that  the  nursing  and  treat¬ 
ment  are  responsible  altogether  for  this  low  fatality,  one  must 
bear  in  mind  that  the  type  of  this  disease  varies  considerably 


from  time  to  time,  and  at  present  the  type  is  mild.  Still,  the 
following  figures  shew  chat  the  results  obtained  in  Hospital  are 
very  satisfactory.  Thus  the  case  mortality  among  patients 
treated  at  home  amounted  to  3.6,  while  among  those  treated 
in  Hospital,  numbering  457,  it  was  only  1.9.  In  estimating  the 
value  of  this  lesult  it  should  be  borne  m  mind  that  the  cases 
treated  at  home  usually  have  the  advantage  of  living  in  houses 
where  the  rooms  are  large,  and  cubic  space  and  ventilation  is 
ample,  and  where  intelligent  care  can  be  devoted  to  the  sufferers.

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Typhoid  Fever. 

Typhoid  Fever  was  more  prevalent  than  usual  of  recent 
years,  61  cases  being  notified.  The  average  for  the  five  years 
1900  to  1904  inclusive  was  52.  The  deaths  numbered  7,  giving 
a  case  mortality  of  11.5,  which  again  is  a  very  satisfactory  figure, 
the  usual  case  mortality  for  typhoid  being  between  17  and  20. 
Although  the  incidence  of  the  disease  in  the  Borough  during 
the  year  compares  unfavourably  with  the  five  years  immediately 
preceding,  it  is  better  than  the  average  for  the  five  years  1895 
to  1899,  which  was  68. 

The  danger  of  drinking  water  from  surface  wells  is  well  shown 
by  an  examination  of  the  circumstances  leading  to  a  sharp  out¬ 
break  of  typhoid  fever  among  the  workpeople  at  a  mill  in  the 
Lindley  district. 

Out  of  350  workpeople  in  the  mill,  11  were  notified  to  bo 
suffering  from  typhoid  fever  between  the  25th  August  and  15th 
September,  a  period  of  22  days.  Of  these  9  worked  in  departments 
where  the  temperature  was  high  and  the  work  laborious.  The 
total  number  working  in  that  department  amounted  to  184 
so  that  out  of  350  workpeople  in  all,  184  furnished  9  out  of  the 
11  cases,  and  the  remaining  166  only  furnished  2.  But  the 
whole  11  were  known  to  have  partaken  of  the  water  of  a  par¬ 
ticular  well.  They  did  so  because  it  was  cooler  than  the  public 
supply,  which  was  known  to  be  safe,  and  which  was  also  avail¬ 
able  filtered,  two  modern  high-pressure  filters  being  fitted  in 
places  convenient  of  access  for  the  workpeople. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  whole 
Borough  during  August  was  10.  Of  these  6  belonged  to  the 
above  series.  The  number  for  September  was  16,  and  5  of  these 
latter  belonged  to  the  above  series.  The  relative  incidence  per 
10,000  of  the  population  for  August  is:  —

From  the  above  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  in  Lindley  in 
August  the  incidence  per  10,000  persons  was  nearly  11  times 
as  large  as  in  the  whole  Borough,  and  during  September  nearly 
6  times  as  great. 
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The  foregoing  facts  show  beyond  doubt  that  the  water  of  the 
well  in  question  was  the  cause  of  the  outbreak,  and  this  is  amply 
corroborated  by  a  consideration  of  the  circumstances  in  relation 
to  the  position  of  the  well  and  the  surface  drainage  of  the 
area  in  which  it  is  situated. 


If  further  corroboration  were  needed  it  is  found  in  the 
certificate  of  the  Public  Analyst,  which  is  the  result  of  his 
examination  of  a  sample  of  water  obtained  from  the  well,  and 
which  is  as  follows  :  — 

“  I  view  this  water  with  suspicion.’’ 

“  The  amount  of  oxygen  absorbed,  as  well  as  that  of 
albuminoid  ammonia  which  it  yields  on  distillation  indicate 
organic  pollution,  while  that  of  the  chlorine  is  sufficiently  high 
as  to  suggest  that  at  least  part  of  the  contamination  is  of  animal 
origin.” 

“  Under  these  circumstances  I  consider  that  it  would  be 
advisable  to  supplement  the  chemical  analysis  with  that  of  a 
biological  culture  of  the  water.” 

A  specimen  of  water  was  placed  on  petri  dishes.  In  24  hours 
all  the  surfaces  of  the  media  were  so  thickly  covered  with 
colonies,  many  liquifying  the  gelatine  and  others  coalescing,  that 
it  was  not  practicable  to  effect  a  count. 

The  district,  and  in  fact  the  whole  Borough,  is  to  be  con¬ 
gratulated  upon  a  circumstance  which  in  its  relationship  to  the 
subject  presently  under  consideration,  was  accidental.  The 
Plover  Well,  situated  in  Plover  Road,  was  at  the  time  not 
receiving  its  usual  flow'  of  water  It  is  a  public  well,  largely 
used,  and  is  a  continuation  of  the  watercourse  which  supplied 
the  contaminated  well  giving  rise  to  the  cases  of  typhoid  fever. 
It  may  not  be  doubted  that  had  the  former  received  its  usual 
flow  of  water,  a  water  mistakenly  held  in  high  repute  in  the 
locality  on  account  of  its  palatability,  the  number  of  cases  would 
have  been  very  greatly  augmented ;  in  fact  the  outbreak  must 
have  assumed  epidemic  proportions. 
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In  country  districts,  where  the  numbers  of  houses  on  the 
land  is  comparatively  small,  it  is  recognised  that  the  danger 
of  drinking  water  from  surface  wells  is  comparatively  remote, 
but  where,  as  in  the  present  instance,  the  number  of  houses  and 
inhabitants  is  large,  and  the  number  of  persons  endangered  large 
co)  respondingly,  the  duty  of  protecting  the  public  becomes  im¬ 
perative,  and  where,  as  in  the  present  case,  an  abundant  supply 
of  water  is  available  from  a  public  source,  the  last  excuse  for 
permitting  tiie  well  to  remain  accessible  to  the  public  disappears. 

The  wells  were  closed  as  soon  as  the  facts  became  known, 
without  authority  from  the  Committee,  which  was  obtained  later.

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Diphtheria. 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  the  numbers  of  case  of 
this  disease  coming  under  notice  was  above  the  average.  Sixty 
cases  were  notified ;  exactly  half  were  treated  at  home  and  half 
in  Hospital.  Among  the  former  the  case  mortality  amounted 
to  30  per  cent  and  in  the  latter  to  16.7  per  cent.  While  on 
the  one  hand  many  cases  when  notified  were  reported  to  be  unfit 
for  removal,  on  the  other  several  cases  were  removed  in  a 
desperate  condition  with  a  view  to  the  operation  of  tracheotomy 
being  performed. 

This  disease  continues  to  shew  an  increase  in  urban  districts 
throughout  the  country,  and  over  and  over  again  one  comes 
across  published  accounts  shewing  that  it  is  a  disease  of  schools 
and  scholars.  It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  note  that  the  number 
of  cases  in  Huddersfield  for  the  year  under  review,  though  above 
the  average,  are  substantially  less  than  the  jmeceding  year,  when 
they  amounted  to  79. 


Diarrhoea. 

(Zymotic  or  Epidemic  Inflammation  of  the  Bowels.) 

The  deaths  registered  as  resulting  from  these  diseases 
numbered  49  during  the  year,  which  should  be  regarded  as  a 
moderate  number,  the  figures  for  1901-2-3  being  89,  19,  and  25 
respectively.  The  incidence  for  1904  during  each  quarter  was 
1st  none,  2nd  five,  3rd  forty,  4th  four.  Of  the  total  number  35 
occurred  among  infants  less  than  a  year  old,  eight  during  the  age 
period  over  one  and  under  five  years,  one  between  five  and  15 
years,  and  five  among  persons  aged  65  years  and  upwards.  This 
illustrates  the  well  known  fact  that  these  diseases  are  only 
dangerous  to  persons  at  the  extremes  of  life.  It  is  the  deaths 
resulting  from  this  disease  that  one  regards  most  of  all  from  a 
public  health  point  of  view.  It  may  be  stated  that  they  are 
caused  entirely  by  dirt,  that  they  become  unknown,  and  in  fact, 
they  are  unknown  among  people  who  exercise  thorough  cleanli¬ 
ness  in  their  food,  persons,  and  in  their  dwellings. 

Tuberculous  Diseases. 

The  death-rate  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  in  1891 
amounted  to  2.66  per  1,000  of  the  population,  five  years  later,  in 
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1896,  it  had  fallen  to  2.10,  and  during  the  next  quinquennial 
ending  in  1901  to  1.84.  During  the  year  under  review,  the  figure 
is  still  less,  namely,  1.69.  This  reduction  will  be  seen  from  the 
following  figures  to  have  resulted  from  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs, 
and  not  from  other  forms  of  the  disease  :  —

Measles  and  German  Measles. 

These  diseases  became  epidemic  again  during  the  year  under 
review,  no  less  than  2,875  cases  came  under  the  notice  of  the 
department,  and  75  deaths  resulted,  equal  to  a  case  mortality  of 
2.6  A  comparison  with  Scarlet  Fevei  shews  that  at  the  present 
time  Measles  is  the  more  severe  disease. 

Whooping:  Cough. 

Tire  deaths  from  this  disease  duiing  the  year  numbered  25, 
compared  with  16  in  1903,  and  46  in  1902.  In  one  case  death 
resulted  in  a  person  aged  five  years,  this  is  somewhat  unusual, 
most  deaths,  of  course,  take  place  much  earlier  in  life.  Of  the 
remaining  24,  14  were  under  one,  and  10  under  five  but  over  one 
year  of  age. 
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Influenza. 

This  disease  is  apparently  shewing  a  tendency  to  become 
endemic  in  this  country.  The  epidemics  previous  to  the  one 
which  attained  its  greatest  intensity  early  in  the  nineties,  dis¬ 
appeared  entirely  in  a  much  shorter  period  than  lias  elapsed 
since  the  occurrence  of  the  one  referred  to.  In  Huddersfield  8 
deaths  were  certified  to  have  resulted  from  epidemic  influenza 
during  1904.  In  1903  the  number  was  7,  in  1902,  17,  1901  13, 
and  1900  25. 

Septic  Diseases. 

Five  deaths  resulted  from  Puerperal  Fever  during  the  year, 
and  1  from  Erysipelas.  Pyaemia  and  Septicaemia  proper  caused 
4  deaths.  Tlius  Septic  diseases  were  fatal  in  10  instances  as 
compared  with  8  during  1903,  and  22  during  the  preceding  year. 

OTHER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

No  cases  of  Cholera,  Typhus,  Plague  or  other  epidemic  sick¬ 
ness  occurred  in  the  borough  during  1904.

Dietic  Diseases.— Six  deaths  only  were  certified  from  causes 
coming  under  this  classification,  three  were  from  acute  alcoholism, 
and  three  from  chronic  alcoholism. 

Constitutional  Diseases.- These  diseases  in  1904  caused 
123  deaths,  which  included  Cancer  97,  Anaemia  12,  Diabetes  9, 
Gout  3,  and  Rheumatoid  Arthritis  2  deaths. 


Developmental  Diseases. — These  diseases  caused  214  deaths 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  257  deaths  during  1903.  This 
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number  is  accounted  for  as  follows: — Old  age  98;  Premature 
Birth,  40;  Atrophy,  Debility,  and  Marasmus,  37;  Debility  at 
Birth,  and  Congenital  Defects  12  each;  Dentition,  8;  Rickets, 
4;  Atelectasis,  2;  and  Injury  at  Birth,  1. 

Bacteriological  Laboratory. 

Although  some  increase  is  noticeable  in  the  use  which  the 
medical  gentlemen  practising  in  the  town  make  of  the  laboratory 
for  aid  in  the  diagnosis  of  Diphtheria  and  Typhoid,  it  is  i egret- 
table  that  for  other  purposes,  particularly  in  connection  with 
Tuberculosis,  help  is  seldom  sought.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
earlier  the  diagnosis  is  made  in  consumption,  the  better  chance 
there  is  for  the  recovery  of  the  patient,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in 
the  future,  an  extended  use  wid  be  made  of  this  part  of  the  public 
service. 

Hospitals. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1903  there  were  1  case  of  Small-pox 
30  of  Scarlet  Fever,  5  of  Diphtheria,  and  5  of  Enteric  or  Typhoid 
Fever  in  the  Hospitals.  During  the  year  we  have  admitted  610 
cases  made  up  of  39  Small-pox,  471  Scarlet  Fever,  30  Diphtheria, 
53  Typhoid  Fever,  4  Erysipelas,  5  Measles  and  8  Doubtful  cases. 
The  discharges  numbering  586,  comprising  37  Small-pox,  459 
Scarlet  Fever,  30  Diphtheria,  44  Typhoid  Fever,  4  Erysipelas,  5 
Measles,  and  7  Doubtful  cases.  One  case  of  Small-pox,  9  Scarlet 
Fever,  5  Diphtheria,  6  Typhoid  Fever,  and  1  Doubtful  case  died. 
Tire  total  deaths  in  Hospital  numbering  22,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  the  following  cases  were  under  treatment: — Small-pox  2, 
Scarlet  Fever  39,  and  Typhoid  Fever  8  ;  totalling  49.

Drainage,  Nuisances  and  so  forth. 

Details  of  this  work  are  set  forth  in  the  two  preceding  tables, 
which  will  well  repay  more  attention  than  can  be  given  in  the 
space  available  here.  To-  refer  to  the  various  details,  though 
desirable,  is  impracticable.  It  may  be  noted,  however,  that  no 
fewer  than  14,627  separate  inspections  were  made,  in  addition 
to  those  made  for  purposes  of  disinfection,  while  the  important 
work  of  flushing  drains,  &c.,  was  carried  out  in  2,243  cases :  in 
addition  over  100  were  done  by  special  request,  for  which 
payment  for  the  water  used  was  made.  This  flushing  of  gullies 
and  so  forth  ought  to  be  largely  extended,  but  for  the  present 
it  is  inadvisable  to  undertake  anv  extension.  In  1,069  cases  no 
ground  for  complaint  in  respect  to  the  sanitary  condition  was 
found,

REPORT  OF  INSPECTIONS  AND  OF  ACTION  THEREON, 


During  1904. 


By  Section  132  of  the  above  named  Act,  the  duty  is  laid  upon 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  every  District  Council  in  his 
annual  report  to  them,  to  report  specifically  on  the  administration 
of  the  Act  in  his  district. 

The  duties  imposed  upon  Sanitary  Authorities  under  this 
Act  are  classified  as  follows  :  — 

(a)  Registration  of  Workshops. 

(b)  Sanitation  and  Sanitary  Convenience. 

(c)  Special  Sanitary  Provision  for  Bakehouses. 

(d)  Fire  Escapes. 

(e)  Homework. 

(f)  Miscellaneous. 

(a)  Registration — The  total  number  of  Workshops,  including 
Bakehouses,  on  the  Register  on  December  31st,  1903,  was  792. 
During  the  year  1904  17  new  workshops  have  been  added  to  and 
20  removed  from  the  Register,  showing  a  net  decrease  of  9  on  the 
year.  The  number  of  Bakehouses  on  the  Register  is  78.  The 
total  number  of  workshops  included  in  the  following  classified 
list  of  workshops  is  783:  —

(b)  Sanitation — Three  hundred  and  fifty-two  inspections  of 
workshops  have  been  made  as  to  cleanliness,  air  space,  ventilation, 
drainage  and  closet  accommodation. 

Seventy  cases  of  infringements  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
and  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  were  found.  Written 
notices  were  served  in  36  instances,  and  53  infringements  were 
remedied  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  notices.  In 
many  of  the  unremedied  infringements  the  necessary  work  is  in 
the  hands  of  contractors,  and  in  others  under  the  consideration 
of  the  persons  responsible  therefor1;  further  inspections  will  be 
made  in  due  course,  and  appropriate  action  taken.  Twenty-five 
cl  the  defects  relating  to  the  Sanitary  accommodation  were  found 
on  15  premises.

(c)  Special  Sanitary  Provision  for  Bakehouses — There  are  78 
Bakehouses  registered,  an  increase  of  six  on  the  year.  Cellar 
Bakehouses  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year  as  follows :  — 
Eight  had  been  closed  during  1903,  leaving  13  in  use  on  December 
31st,  1903,  all  of  which  were  under  statutory  notice  to  comply 
with  legal  requirements.  During  the  year  alterations  have  been 
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completed,  and  certificates  of  occupation  granted  under  the  hand 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  eight  cases.  Three  cellar 
bakehouses  have  been  discarded  for  new  premises.  Two  occupiers 
have  been  granted  extension  of  time  in  which  to  improve  their 
premises  or  to  provide  new  premises  in  lieu  thereof. 

All  bakehouses  have  been  inspected  as  to  closet  accommoda¬ 
tion,  house  washing,  and  sleeping  place. 

Six  breaches  of  Sanitary  requirements  were  found,  and  have 
been  remedied. 

(d)  Fire  Escapes — Provisions  of  means  of  escape  in  case  of 
fire  had  been  secured  in  about  90  cases  where  over  40  persons  are 
employed,  previous  to  December  31st,  1903,  and  inspections  have 
been  made  to  ascertain  that  the  escapes  are  maintained  ready  for 
use.  Correspondence  has  taken  place  during  the  year  with  a 
view  to  secure  additional  provision  in  a  large  factory  in  the 
district,  and  plans  have  been  submitted  and  approved.  In  all 
85  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to  factories. 

(e)  Home  work — Eight  lists  have  been  received  from  work¬ 
shops  and  outside  authorities  where  home  workers  are  employed. 
These  cover  44  persons,  and  the  homes  of  each  worker  has  been 
visited  and  found  to  be  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

(f)  Miscellaneous — There  has  been  no  necessity  to  give 
notice  to  the  District  Inspector  of  Factories  of  failure  to  affix 
abstracts  of  the  Acts.  No  case  of  refusal  to  admit  the  Inspector 
has  arisen  during  the  year.

I  have  the  pleasure  in  submitting  this,  my  annual  report  on 
the  working  of  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  in  this  Boiough,  as  required 
bv  Section  3  of  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  1884. 

The  number  of  canal  boats  visited  and  inspected  during  the 
year  ended  the  31st  day  of  December.  1904,  was  120,  and  of  these 
266  inspections  were  made,  namely:  —

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It  will  be  seen  from  this  record  that  the  larger  proportion  of 
children  of  school  age  were  met  with  during  the  months  of  May, 
June,  and  December,  and  18  out  of  the  25  children  of  school  age 
were  met  with  on  seven  boats  in  eight  inspections. 

The  number  of  boats  carrying  children  of  school  age  again 
shows  a  decided  improvement  on  previous  years  as  under :  — 


1902.  30  boats  carrying  50  children  of  school  age,  compared  with 

1903.  21  „  „  37 

1904.  13  „  „  25 

It  is  hoped  this  improvement  may  continue. 

As  in  former  years,  I  have  had  frequent  conversation  with 
captains  and  their  wives  as  to  the  importance  of  giving  their 
children  opportunity  to  secure  a  good  education,  by  regular 
attendance  at  school.  As  this  cannot  be  secured  while  the 
children  are  travelling  with  the  boats  owing  to  the  difficulty  of 
securing  their  attendance  at  strange  schools.  I  have  again  con¬ 
tinued  to  urge  the  provision  of  a  settled  home  for  their  children 
on  shore. 

I  am  pleased  to  find  in  Mr.  Llewellyn’s  report  that  he 
endorsed  the  opinion  expressed  in  my  last  year’s  report,  that 
children  of  school  age  should  be  prohibited  by  Law  from  dwelling 
on  canal  boats. 

A  few  cases  were  still  found  where  the  boat  was  the  only 
homo  for  the  family,  and  where  the  mother,  in  addition  to  her 
domestic  duties,  had  to  help  with  the  working  of  the  boat.  The 
usual  plea  of  poverty  was  generally  pleaded  as  the  reason  for 
this  state  of  affairs.  I  am  afraid,  however,  that  in  some  cases 
personal  useless  expenditure  and  indulgence  might  also  be  ad¬ 
mitted.  In  every  case  but  one  where  children  were  on  board  the 
mother  accompanied  them. 

Inspections  of  canal  boats  have  been  made  on  51  days  during 
1904,  and  at  each  meeting  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  a  report 
has  been  given  of  the  number  of  boats  visited,  also  infringement 
found,  since  the  previous  Committee,  calling  for  remedy. 

A  large  variety  of  goods  are  brought  into  the  borough  by 
boat  consisting  for  the  most  part  of  coal,  cement,  corn,  chemicals, 
copper  ore,  flour,  jute,  jute  yarn,  locust  beans,  logwood,  pig-lead, 
iron  (in  pig  and  manuactured),  oil,  rags,  sugar,  timber,  tar,  and 
wool.  The  exports  have  been  corn,  coke,  chemicals,  flour, 
machinery,  and  tar.  The  imports  by  boat  were  loaded  at  Goole, 
Grimsby,  Hull,  Horbury,  Wakefield,  Selby,  and  Manchester, 
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The  following  paragraphs  contain  the  information  required 
by  the  circular  of  tire  Local  Government  Board  dated  21st 
December,  1904,  arranged  in  the  same  order  as  those  of  the 
said  circular  :  — 


(1)  Arrangements  made  for  the  inspection  of  boats,  the  name, 

address,  and  remuneration  of  the  Inspector. 

William  Medley  Drake,  Chief  Inspector  of  Nuisances  for  the 
County  Borough  of  Huddersfield,  Public  Health  Office,  Hud¬ 
dersfield,  was  appointed  Inspector  of  Canal  Boats  on  the 
7th  day  of  January,  1895,  and  the  remuneration  for  the 
work  is  included  in  his  salary  as  Chief  Inspector  of 
Nuisances. 

(2)  The  number  of  boats  inspected  in  1904,  with  the  condition 

of  the  boats  and  their  occupants. 

The  number  of  boats  inspected  during  1904  was  120,  and  of 
inspections  255. 

The  120  boats  are  made  up  of  46  broad  boats,  16  narrow,  and 
58  fly  boats,  the  latter  figure  being  made  up  55  broad,  and 
3  narrow  boats. 

The  places  of  registry  were  Goole  66,  Mirfield  44,  Marple  3, 
Birmingham  2,  Hull  2,  and  1  each  at  Manchester,  York,  and 
Sowerby  Bridge. 

Ninety-four  per  cent  of  the  boats  inspected  were  found  to  be 
in  good  condition,  and  conforming  to  the  Acts  and  Regula¬ 
tions,  and  the  occupants  of  all  the  boats  to  be  in  good  health. 

(3)  Infringements  of  the  Acts  and  Regulations  with  respect  to  the 

following  matters  :  — 

(a)  Registration.  None. 

(b)  Notification  of  change  of  master.  None. 
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(c)  Masters  without  certificates,  one.  In  this  case  a  warning 
notice  was  prepared,  but  before  it  could  be  served  the 
boat  was  removed,  and  the  owner  could  not  be  found  at  the 
address  given. 

(Non-identity).  One  case  met  with.  Warning  notice  issued. 

(d)  Marking.  Six  cases  of  defective  marking  were  found  and 
warning  notice  issued.  Two  have  been  complied  with.  One 
could  not  be  served  owing  to  spurious  address.  Three  are 
not  yet  due  for  return,  leaving  one  in  default  at  end  of  year. 

(e)  Overcrowding.  No  cases  of  adult  overcrowding  found. 

(f)  Separation  of  Sexes.  One  found  where  a  young  man,  1G, 
occupied  the  aft  cabin  along  with  father  and  mother. 

(g)  Cleanliness.  Very  few  cases  of  dirty  boats  were  met  with, 
and  in  these  the  dirt  was  of  a  temporary  character  due  to 
weather  or  nature  of  cargo,  and  were  remedied  at  the  verbal 
request  of  the  Inspector. 

(h)  Ventilation.  Nothing  to  complain  about. 

(i)  Painting.  Nine  cases  of  this  infringement  were  met  with 
in  respect  of  which  nine  warning  notices  have  been  issued. 
Six  of  these  have  been  registered  as  duly  certified  on 
certificates  returned,  one  could  not  be  seived  owing  to 

O 

wrong  address,  and  two  are  in  default. 

Repairs.  In  seven  boats  repairs  were  requited  consisting  of 
leaky  decks,  broken  cabin  floors,  and  stoves.  In  three 
cases  the  repairs  have  been  camed  out.  One  warning  notice 
could  not  be  served,  two  are  not  yet  due  for  return,  leaving 
one  in  default. 

(j)  Provision  of  water  cask.  All  the  boats  inspected  were  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  proper  receptacle  for  water. 

(k)  Removal  of  bilge  water.  This  work  has  received  regular 
attention  except  in  one  case, 
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(1)  Notification  of  infections  disease.  None. 

Admittance  of  Inspector.  No  difficulty  experienced. 

(4)  Legal  proceedings  taken.  None. 

(5)  Any  other  steps  taken  to  secure  compliance  with  the  Acts 

and  Regulations.  Fourteen  warning  notices  have  been 
issued,  and  numerous  letters  written  in  respect  of  the  116 
infringements  (enumerated  above)  found  on  14  boats,  and 
many  matter  s  of  cleanliness  or  minor  moment  have  received

prompt  attention  at  the  instigation  of  the  Inspector. 

(6)  Infectious  Disease.  None. 

(7)  Detention  of  boats.  None. 

(8  and  9)  No  application  received.
